fly," Colonel Williams said. "Bu 
it is the duty of every parent to fine 
out the real facts of aviation, no 
pay too much attention to what they 
sec in he movies and the newspapers— 
and so be in a position to intelligent- 
ly advise their children instead of 
handicapping them."' 


Colonel Williams said that as ai 


aviator he looked on flying as an in 
dustry in which 1,000 companies i) 
the United States alone are build 
ing planes, and which companies em- 
ploy from one to two million peo- 
ple. 


The speaker gave a thrilling accoun 


of his transatlantic flight from New 
York to Rome 10 years ago.

Soviet Russia's invasion of Finland 


is one more phase in her apparent pro- 
gram to re-establish domination over 
the 277,148 square miles of territory 
stripped from her after the World war.

White Russia, a total of 71,756 square 
miles; her acquisition of 22,606 square 
miles more than she lost is explained 
by the fact that some of the territory 
formerly belonged to Austria-Hun- 
gary. Germany got a strip of once- 
Russian territory in central Poland in- 
cluding Warsaw.

Lithuania and Latvia, along with mili- 
tary and naval bases, making the three 
Baltic states her vitual protectorates. 


Conquest of Finland would leave on-

"inhumw barbarism" of aerial attacks 
on civilian centers and asked for an 
''immediate reply." 


President Roosevelt declared that 


Russia's invasion of Finland was a 
"profound shock" to the United States, 
adn had. jeopardized the ''rights of 
mankind to a self government." 


In a formalstatement read at his 


press conference, the chief executive 
said all peace loving peoples would 
"unanimously condemn this new resort 
to military force as an arbiter of in- 
ternational differences."

About 5.000.000 young raen and women between the itges of 16 and 25, who 


haSre completed all the schooling they intend to take, are scantling help want- 
eel columns, sitting around employment offices, lounging in comer drug stores, 
ov just lying around home. All of them would be glad to work if there was 
work (o be done. Every year an additional 500.000 young people leave the 
schools and sharpen the competition for the lew available jobs. 


The* 16,000,000 young folks in this age class who are employed are not en- 


tirely happy. According to a recent survey conducted by the American Youth 
Commission, about 43 per cent have the feeling they're in (lead-end jobs. They 
feel they have neither .security not- unich uhunce for promotion. 


The figures are depressing enough. But what is even more yloomy is-the 


attitude of young people .reflected in a Y. M. C. A. .sample poll. In New York 
f\ty alone. 80 per cent of all persons between the ages of 15 and ^4 are no longer 
&otd on the old American idea that ability is-enough to insure success. The 
•':.. of Horatio Alger has been left far behind. 


The youth commission recently interpreted this condition as a distinct 


liveiiacf -to American neutrality in the present European war. To many of the 
yi.nngstcfs. anything, even war. would sound better than complete idleness. 
Tiiese'ytmng people today are just as enertjetic. just as anxious to get out and 
<kv- something as were youngsters not so many years ago when ll>ere were 
rtiough iftibs • to go around. Many of them might welloome even the hazard of 
tie.ith voider gunfire just us ions as they were kept busy and they knew they 
were useful.

, further schooling is not the answer to this national problem, but about 


65-per cent of-those polled in New York agreed tliut extension of vocational 
guidance facilities would help. Actually, even this plan, while it may be a 
good idea, can do little more than juggle job applicants around a bit. Voca- 
tional direction cannot open new jobs. 


Whether we like it or not, the whole tiling lioits clown to a. simple mathe-

i lions, or "to forbid or restrain indi- 


j virtual members of such organizations 
from lawfully carrying out the legiti- 


I mate objects thereof." 


The Department of Justice bases ius 


present building trades investigation 
on the assertion that the restrain-of 
trade operations it complans of do 
not ('carry out the legitimate objects" 
of trade unions and that the members 
engaging in them are not "lawfully" 
carrying them out in any case 


The next clause of Section Six how- 
ever, adds: 


"Nor shall such organizations or the

Obviously, there is a good deal of 


debatable ground here which won't 
be cleared up until the Supreme Court 
has ruled.
